inalmuch as they hinder the mans apyhcation to divine 
things, &c. bodily workes not pertaining to the {piritu- 
al! worſhip of God,are fo farre forth calied fervile, as rhe y 
pronerly appertaineto thoſe thatſerve..

Tewes in the determination of the day maketh not the com- 
mandement ceremoniall, nor yet the ch of it toour

' That thy dayes may bee long in the which the Lord rhy 
God givaththee. And this change in the applicationofthe 
ptecept by the Apoſtle, hat it may bee well with thee, and 
that thou mayeſt lvwe long on earth Þ, 
It tanding tinme then,that the Commandement in 
part thereof, as it is contained mthe Decalogue,is morall, 
andof rhe Lawof Nature, and the breach thereofa fnne, 
your conclufiontaketh place againſt you, namely,thatthe 
ſervant may not in any caſe worke on the Sabbath at pro- 
hibiced workes (becauſcir is fine) at the commandement 
of any maſter on earth : For 67 5s better to obey God than 
wan.

For if the finne 
were of ignorance, infirmity and.errour , he was bound to 
bring a fhane- offcing, verf.27,28, thus the lewes under- 
Rand that place in Exodaus, Now the ſervants worke at 
the maſters command will not. come under a wiltull and 
preſumptuous finne : yet that law ſheweth this ruth, that 
men for breach of Sabbath ſhall be puniſhed according to 
the nature of their offence, ſo ſhall-he chat forgoeth Gods 
to doc his maſters worke. This is the true Antwere, you 
meerly crifle,and therefore the force of the objeRion lierh 
fill upon you, and your Anſwere falls like an untimely 
fruice or rotten nut. And your hard caſes (for they ſeeme 
full of pitty, and yet would have a ſervantto be in the con= 
ditionof a beaſt) are meer conceits. And for that phraſe of 
yours, ſaying,7he [ervants may be compelled to work by men, 
{peaking there of fuch worke as the fourth commandement 
hath forbidden, doth contradict your former Tenet ex- 
preſſely , who ſay, that the maſter may not command his 
ſervant to worke: may he pot command him? and may 
he yer compellhim ?. Good Rufte I promife you, 
Secondly , in this place alſo ſeeing you offer to our 
thoughts Gods judiciall Law,and lo his judiciary procee- 
ding , I urge you with the jult hand of Cods yengeauce 
that lighteth oftentimes on children and ſervants working 
at the command of their parents and matters on that day. 
God puniſherh none but thoſe that offend lefle or more. 
Eur this ungodlinefle he hath puniſhed from heaven. And 
all witc Chriftians will eſteeme more of one Demonſtration 
of Gods wrath, than of two hundered ſophiſticated 
Rhetoricall Demon(trationsof any Dilputer in the wortd, 
At Kimitat a towuc in France, ® there liyed in the yeere, 
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1559. a ceitaine covetous woman, who-was ſogreedy of 


gaine, that ſhece would nor fiequent the: Church her {elte, 


por ſufter ariy of her tamily to doe it, but continually toy- 
led about drying and pilling of flaxe, anddoing other houl- 
hold buſineſſes : neither would ſhe beereclaimed by her 
neighbours, who admoniſhed and difſwaded her from 
ſuch uvſeafonable workes. One Sabbath day asthey were 
thus bulily occupied, fire ſeemed to 1fſue out of the flaxe, 
without coing any hurt : The next Sabbath ir tooke fire 
indeed, bur was quickly extinA : Yer this wrertch continu- 


 edob(tmate in her 96 $9157" even the third Sabbath, 
when the flax againe taking fire, could not bee quenched 


tillit burvt her and twoof her childgen to death, for though 
they were recovered our of che fire alive, yet the next day 
they allthree died; and that which was much to be won- 
dred at, a young infant inthe cradle was raken out of rhe 


midſt of the flame without any hurt. God we fee, tooke 
vengeance on the children that wrought at the mothers . 


commandement. Are there not firange puniſhments for 
the workers of iniquitie ® ? Above fifty perſons were con- 
ſumed in the fire which burnt. the rowne of Feverrone in 
Devonſhire, in the yeere 1598. where 400. dwelling 
houſes were all at once on fire and conſumed for their hor- 


ible prophanarion of the Lords day. Can any ghinke 


that of thoſe fifry, none were children and ſervants, whoſe 
worke that day had been uſually abuſed ? 

Here allo, Chriſtian Reader, Ichought itmy partto lay 
betore thy more lerious. conſideration theſe notable and 
late examples of Gods wrath from heayen againſt mens 
urgodlinefſe on the Sabbath day, 
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Two memorable examples ; of Gods wrath revealed from 


beaven asgamfſt the ungodlmeſſe of men in prophaning 
the Lords day, which fell ont ſince 1 had 
in hand ths Pamphlct to anſwere, 
they are theſe. 


Themas Hmnt of Occhamin the County of Swrrey, had 
kis brirging up under ſuch parents as were carnally min= 
ded, caring moſt for this world : whoſe Reppes hee much 
followed very eagerly, in ſcraping and gerting to himfelfe 
whathecould. He ſpared nor the Sabbarh dayes , for on 
themeſpecially he wouldin the morning ferch home wood 
at his backe,and corne upon horſe, and doe ſuch buſineſſes. 
Now his }att worke was on the 19. of December, 1630. 
being the Lords day, he intended to pegge or ring'an bog, 
kibdaughtes perſwaded him to let it paſte till the morrow, 
becauſeir would hinder their going to Church, but he an= 
{wered he wouldnot let his O—_— the morrow to fiand 
abour it, and fo proceeded : and in ing the ho 
while he pur the 6.an0+m0m the noſe of %. mJy he be 
to ftagper, and faid yery ſuddenly, Doe not call any body; 
and fo fell downe and never ſpake more, None were with 
him, bur his wife and daughter, till they called ſome helpe 
to beare him in : which being done, they applyed warme 
cloathes and rubbed him, and by this means hee looked 
up once, and never any more ; bur lay pirrifully eight daies. 
He never ſpake word betweene the day of his ftroke, and 
the day of hisdeath. Hedied the 26. of December, in the 
ycere aboyeſaid being the Sabbath day, 


Richard Roberts, fonne of Maſter Roberts Vicar of Mal. 
don in Surrey deceaſed ; of the age one and twentie yeeres, 
Apprentice to one Maſter Lawſe a Plummer abour old * 
Fiſb-freete, had about two yeeresto ſerve, Hee was ſent 
late by his maſters daughter, a married wife in the houſe, 
to Maldon aforeſaid for a Gowne that lay at Miſtris Ro- 
bert;, his mochers. Tt was eight of theclocke at night when

he cane to Maldon, foreturning on horſebacke inthe mor. 
ng, onthe Lords day, the.10. of Aprill 1631. accompa- 
nied with Miltris Roberts man, one Thomas Tong, {ent to 
bring him to Patney : as he went downe Combe Parke hill : 
at the foote of ir,the Mare tumbled, and caſt him within a 
rod of the ſtone; of which fall hee died immediately after, 
yer firlt hee roſe up and tooke his horſe by the bridle be. 
fore his fellow ſaw or came to him. This mantooke his 
oath that hee ſpake ro him thoſe words, when hee asked 
him how he did ; Oh faith he, Tam ficke inmy belly : why 
anſwered he, doe ſomething, call upon God; and kee ſaid, 
{Lord have mercic upon mee, ane ipake more, but 
' funke downe there and dyed : The feryant food by him

abourthe workes of his Calling, to get off that way, by 
his prerexts of the evils he ſaw atrended Trades inthe Cuy :

Afterwards, per- 
ceiving that Religion pretended wrought againit his ineen- 
ded plot,and rot for it, hee fell ro impudent and vile Rub- 
bornnefſe. Ona time,his Matter,for ſome ttubbornnefe of 
his,gave him a boxe on the care : ther he found out this 
projcRt; ro lay his Dagger nnder his pillowz that whenthe 
maides ſhould find it there,and relare irto their Maſter, he 
might conceive he had ſome intent to play ſome vile part ; 
and being a timorous man, might bee moved to turne him 
out of his ſervice, After this, his Maſter upon his earneſt 
defire, ſent him downe againe to Cheſter to gather up mo- 
neys; who there gathered up to the ſumme of an hun- 
dred pounds, or thereabour, his Maſter fearing to loſe it, 
gave way to his motion to leave his ſeryice, and ſcrup tor 
imſclfe in CheFer, rhar ſo he might get his money of him.
